Foreign Embargoes on Exports. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 6, 1914. 

Advices are reaching the State and 
Commerce Departments practically every 
day showing marked changes in trade 
conditions throughout the country as a 
result of the embargoes placed upon ex- 
ports by many countries in various parts 
of the world as a result of the European 
war. It is certain that when these mat- 
ters are adjusted to meet present condi- 
tions the trade of the United States will 
be materially improved as a result of 
this shutting off of export business by 
the countries in question. 

Attention has been called to the policy 
announced by Holland in putting an end 
to exports of foodstuffs, oils, etc., im- 
ported, and her course in this regard has 
contributed to the security of American 
shipping in these lines because it made 
the British government more liberal in 
the matter of detaining ships carrying 
these products whem the British foreign 
office was assured that the commodities 
would not ultimately reach enemy terri- 
tory. Denmark and Sweden have also 


placed embargoes upon illuminating oil 
and Sweden has extended this embargo 
to lubricating oils. It is said that this 
country will be on the market for con- 
Siderable supplies of oils of various 
kinds. 

Various advices have reached the Com- 
merce Department regarding the policy 
of Great Britain in putting a stop to ex- 


ports of certain kinds of dyestuffs. For 
the most part, however, this policy has 
been liberalized by Great Britain under 


recent orders and exportation from Eng- 
land of very many dyestuffs and colors 
is to be permitted upen assurances being 
given by the exporters in England that 
the domestic demands have been sup- 
plied. 

The British policy has also greatly ; 
fected the exports of commodities © 
Canada, and under the war system of 
the British Empire, embargoes are placed 
on most exports from Canada to Euro- 
pean countries other than those which 
are counted as being with allies. The 
sending of munitions of war, horses and 
other equipment from Canada to Great 
Britain and France has become a very 
large feature of Canadian export trade 
during the last three weeks, and the 
markets of the United States are being 
utilized to a large extent by the Cana- 
dians in supplying cargoes to fill the 
British demanés. 

Within the past few days the 
government has prohibited the 
tion of castor oil among many other 
articles, and Madagascar has forbidden 
the exportation of graphite. A report is 
also received that the government of 
Ceylon has ordered that. ne rubber or 
plumbago be sent out of that country for 
the present. F

These 
bulges, it is claimed, are caused by two 
conditions. Qne is that during the dull- 
ness many holders of the seed sought 
to unload it whenever a crusher would 
show his head, with the result that a 
lot of them found themselves short. Be- 
ing short is a condition that they do not 
want«to be in any more than they want 
to be too long, for the reason that Feb- 
ruary’s report on the Argentine crop 
may operate either way and they wish 
to be prepared. So they started in on 
Friday to buy. The other condition is 
that a good many crushers found that 


they must buy because of their contracts, 
and this they did on Friday and to-day. 
That made the shorts apprehensive also, 
with the result that to-day, in particular, 
there was good steady buying without 
there being anything sensational from the 
opening bell of the trading hours, and it 
kept up with a substantial note until the 
finish. 

The interim between Friday and to-day 
was characteristically dull. With the 
crushers’ needs filled and the shorts hav- 
ing obtained what supplies they want, it 
is expected that the market will lapse 
back into its former condition.

The sharp advances in flax in the 
Northwest have had a tendency to create 
considerable bullish é@nthusiasm at Chi- 
but still this market remains with- 
out any trade to speak of. The business 
of the entire week amounted to a single 
bag lot, which brought $1.25. This price 
was considered low in view of the ad- 
vances in the Northwest and the fact 
that a similar quantity sold here a few 
weeks ago at practically the same price. 
Advices from the Northwestern markets 
received their usual amount of attention, 
but local crushers were not conspicuous 
in the cash markets of that section. Not 
only were Chicago cfushers not interested 
in offerings of cash seed in that section, 


cago, 


but mill owners located in that section 
also gave offerings only a casual glance 
and passed them wp as a rule. The 


movement to distributive points was fair, 
the higher prices posted serving as an 
attraction to holders at country points 
and bringing forth increased receipts to- 
wards the close of the period. The ab- 
sence of a demand large enough to take 


up fresh arrivals resulted in an increase 
in the supplies at Duluth of 433,000 
bushels, while those at Minneapolis 


showed a decrease of 18,000 bushels. Hold- 
ings at Minneapolis and Duluth at the 
present time are in excess of a like pe- 
riod last year. One of the depressing 
influences in the various markets of the 
country was the fact that considerable 
time was paid political matters by peo- 
ple interested not only in the cash flax 
seed market, but by speculators who take 
a hand in future trading. The many un- 
certainties surrounding the future mar- 
kets since the war began have served 
to restrict the volume of business to a 
considerable extent, and until such time 
as conditions showed a more favorable 
outlook, trading in futures is likely to be 





of small volume. There was probably 
more interest shown in futures during the 
past week than for some time back, but 
still the business could not be said to be 
of satisfactory proportions when the 
trade of normal times is considered. One 


of the principal bullish items issued was 


a report of the secretary of the North- 
western Grain Dealers’ Association esti- 
mating the flax crop of Manitoba and 
Alberta at 5,506,000 bushels, compared 


wiih 6,428,000 bushels on September 1, and 
a final estimate last year of 15,000,000 
bushels. This estimate further reflects 
the fact that Canada will have no flax to 
market in the United States, and that 
Argentina will have to be depended upon 
to fill up the requirements of this coun- 
try. The Argentina Republic markets 
ruled strong, with prices at Buenos Aires 
showing fair advances for the week. Ex- 
ports from that country were lighter than 
for several previous weeks. 

Arrivals of flaxseed at Chicago totaled 
only 10,00 bushels, and while this amount 
was in excess of receipts of the previous 
week by 1,000 bushels, they were consid- 
erably smaller than for a like time last 








year, when they totaled 55,000 bushels. No 
shipments of seed were made from this 
market, while those of like periods a 
week and a year ago were only 1,000 
bushels. The light arrivals at this point 
emphasize the slow trade in linseed oil. 
Local crushers are unwilling to burden 


themselves with seed at the present time. 

and they are not likely to purchase more 

freely until the buying power in the lin- 

seed oil market shows improvement.

LINSEED O1L, 

While the strength displayed in the flax 
markets of the country had the effect of 
developing a bullish feeling among crush- 
ers, there was no improvement in general 


conditions surrounding the linseed oil 
trade at Chicago. The trade here is not 
inclined to become enthusiastic at the 


present time, this applying to both buyers 








and sellers. There is little call for lin- 
seed oil at the present time and while 
holders try to impress buyers with the 
idea that present prices are favorable 
ones to users, their efforts are without 
avail, the tra taking hold in a small 
way only. The business passing in the 


spot article at the present time is largely 
in single barrel lots. These purchases 
are being made by small local consumers 
that are seen in the market from day to 
day no matter how conditions governing 
the trades in other lines of business may 
be. Crushers advanced theif ideas of 
values late in the period, quoting the 
market at 43 cents a gallon for the raw 
linseed oil and the usual premium of 1 
cent per gallon for the boiled oil. Single 
barrels were quoted at 47 cents a gallon 
for the raw and 48 cents a gallon for the 
boiled linseed oil. The display of activity 
reported last week failed to continue dur- 
ing the period under review. The number 








of inquiries received were not as numer- 
ous and they were not of the same char- 
acter, few of them indicating the possi- 
bility of purchases even were prices sat- 
isfactory to them. The more conserv 

tive people in the trade are anxiously 
awaiting some news that might forecast 
a possible settlement of the European 
war, but the rank and file in the trade 
are inclined to the belief that the affair 
will not come to an end in the near fu- 


ture, and, consequently, look for no great 





improvement in the linseed oil market. 
As long as industries which are large 
users of linseed oil are affected by con- 


ditions in Europe, as the case is at the 
present time, the demand for oil will be 
slow. There was some talk of trading 
in nearby futures, but no actual trans- 


actions were reported. It was impossible 


for buyers or sellers to get together 
where more distant options were con- 
cerned, holders’ views being above the 
level buyers could be induced to take 
hold. 
LINSEED OIL CAKE, 

The situation in the linseed oil cake 
market was not quite as strong as that 
of a week ago. The failure of the 


threatening cold weather to continue was 
the principal depressing influence in this 
market. Milder weather improved pas- 
tures to some extent and feeding opera- 
tions were not on as large a scale. It 
was expected that a quarantine placed 
on marketing stock, because of the 
dreaded foot and mouth disease, would 
develop an improved demand from feed- 
ers. Foreigners bid quite actively in this 
country at times during the period, but 
the bulk of the business passing on ex- 






port account was done at the North- 
western points because of the more fav- 
orable shipping facilities. 


THE WINNIPEG MARKET. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Winnipeg, Man., Nov. 2, 1914. 


In the first part of last week the bot- 
tom fell out of the flax market again, 
and prices continued to drop. In the 
course of one week a total decline of 
6 cents to § cents occurred. Since Mon- 
day of last week cash prices have not 
been quoted. A sudden and unexpected 
advance occurred on the options on Octo- 
ber 25, and a still greater rise the fol- 
lowing day, as indicated in the list of 


quotations below. Since then the market 
has been weaker and stronger by turns. 
Flax, being an industrial commodity, has 
been affected differently from other grain 
on account of the war, and there has 
been practically no cash demand for the 
week. The small crop, however, is hay- 
ing its influence on the futures. 

Official figures furnished by the secre- 
tary of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange a 
few days ago show that from the be 
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ning of the new crop-year, September 1, 
1914, to October 22, the total receipts 
of flax at Fort William and Port Arthur 
was only 912,685 bushels. Shipments 
from these terminals in the same period 
aggregated 1,673,781 bushels. Stocks i 
store there at the week-end were 1,168 

bushels, against 1,395,204 a week prev 

and 1,665,952 at the corresponding date 


last year. Shipments last week amount- 


ed to 316,072 bushels, against 859,494 a 
year ago.

Report of Chemicals and Dyestults Committee to New 


York Section American Chemical Society. 


SECTION APPROVES COMMITTEER’S RECOMMENDATIONS —R 
TED TO CONGRESS AND INTBPRE 


[the New York section of the American 
Chemical Society held its regular monthly 
meeting on Friday evening at the Chem- 


ists’ Club. After a paper entitled

ander Smith, had been read, the report 
of the Committee on Chemicals and Dye- 
stuffs was called for. This committe 
had been appointed immediately after the 
October meeting of the section and began 
at once to investigate existing conditions 
in the chemical and dyestuff industries. 
The report, which is printed in full beiow, 
was discussed by Drs. L. H. Baekeland 
and T. J. Parker. Dr. Baekeland pointed 
out that an increase in the production of 
certain chemicals in the United States 
could not be brought about in a short 
time and that previous efforts to market 
such products as phenol of American 
manufacture had not been successful. He 
felt that a domestic market for the by- 
products of coal-tar distillation was an 
essential requirement for the success of 
the coal-tar chemical industry in this 
country. 

Dr. T. J. Parker moved that the re- 
port of the committee, together with its 
recommendations, be adopted end ordered 
printed in the Jourrfal of the association. 
This motion wi unanimously carried. 
The full text of the report follows: 





Committee's Report. 


To the New York Section, American 

Chemical Society :— 

1. At the meeting on October 9, 1914, the 
chairman of this Section was authorized 
to appoint a committee to investigate into 
the feasibility of expanding the chemical 
and dyestuff industry in the United States 
and to report to this Section on November 
6, 1914. 

2. The undersigned committee was ap- 
pointed October 15 and at once proceeded. 
It addressed letters of invitation to co- 
operate to those who have been most 
active in the public prints in urging ex- 
panding of the chemical, and particularly 
the dyestuff, industry in the United 
States; further, an invitation was extend- 
ed to the maker of the motion, which 
resulted in the appointment of this com- 
mittee. The assistance from these is nil. 

3. A request was addressed to trade 
publications in the city of New York and 
to some of the metropolitan dailies; in all 
nine such publications were requested to 
publish a suggested notice for the pur- 
pose of inviting co-operation; the object 
of this committee was set forth and re- 
quest was made that suggestions be 
mailed to the chairman of this commit- 
tee. All but one of these publications 
have complied with that request. No help 
has been obtained by this committee from 
any suggestions mailed to it as a result of 
this publicity. 

4. Your committee has carefully con- 
sidered all the public suggestions as to 
methods of improvement and has searched 
through the governmental regulations of 
the billigerent nations as to embargo and 
as to contraband of war, in order to con- 
struct therefrom a list of chemicals, in- 
clusive of dyestuffs, which have thereby 
been shut off from the United States, in 
the hope of thus being placed in a posi- 
tion to make specific recommendations of 
value. 

5. It can be fairly stated that, in gen- 
eral, the chemical industry of this coun- 
try is efficiently exploited and is making 
full use of all the opportunities presented 
to it under the normal conditions existing 
prior to the state of hostilities. Some of 
the chemicals which are imported from 
abroad are made in considerable amounts 
in this country as well, and the amount 
imported under normal conditions depends 
upon the ordinary normal fluctuations of 
business conditions both here and abroad. 
With the stoppage of this foreign supply 
the domestic production was not at once 
capable of making up the deficiency, but 
in a number of instances the American 
manufacturers have taken steps to in- 
crease their capacity, and the strain in 
the market of those particular things will 
exist no longer than it will require to ex- 
tend the manufacturing facilities to the 
proper extent. 

Among these are ammonia salts, barium 
chloride, barium nitrate, bleaching pow- 
der, sodium cyanide, yellow prussiate, so- 
dium nitrate, sodium hydrosulfite, zinc 
dust. 

6, If, however, it be desired and if 
public necessity requires the introduction 
of the manufacture of explosives and fur- 
ther chemicals and dyestuffs into our 
home industry, such as coal-tar product 
explosives, pharmaceuticals, medicinals 
and other intermediates and finished coal- 
tar dyes, then alterations of our tariff 
law are inevitable, and the consumers in 
the first place and the public in general 
must share in the burden thus imposed. 
If conditions of national defense in case of 
attack by a foreign power require us to 
manufacture our own explosives, and to 
be in that regard independent of all foreign 
nations at all times, or if our textile in- 
dustries or any other of our industries re- 
quiring coal-tar chemicals, such as dye- 
stuffs, shall forever be protected and made 
independent of foreign nations for the 
supply of those materials, then the na- 
tion as a whole must bear the burden in- 
cident to such expansion. Under exist- 
ing circumstances private enterprise and 
private capital have gone their limit. 
They have reached the limit for two rea- 
sons:— 

I. The explosive, dye and similar indus- 
tries abroad, just referred to, are in a 
state of high development and of refined 
organization, and are financially the best 
suited to carry on an offensive campaign

II. Dome manufacturers are pro- 
hibited by; iw from making use of co- 
operative commercial devices, such as 
pools, trusts, manufacturing and selling 
agreements, and the like, whereas, such 
devices are wholly lawful abroad, and are 





encouraged by the respective govern- 
ments. In other words, the American 
chemical industry expected to cope with 








the foreign industry while both s own 
arms are tied behind its back and its 
opponents have full and free use of their 
arms, 
Anti-Dumping Clause. 

7. The remedies required would be an 
effective anti-dumping clause that would 
certainly prevent underselling of domes- 
tic manufacturers in the United States 
by unfair methods. What the form of 
such clause shall be is a problem with 
which your committee is unable to cope; 
it is strictly a law-making and law-en- 
forcing problem, and is allied to the usual 
problem of determining undervaluation as 
heretofore carried on by our Treasury 
Department; it, however, is a much more 
refined problem than the older problem 
of proving undervaluation. Nevertheless, 
your committee believes that with such 
a mechanism in our law that much would 
be done toward encouraging our chemical 
industries. 

To Create Conal-Tar Chemical Indus- 

try. 


8 According to the best information 
that your committee can gather, such an 
anti-dumping clause alone would not be 
sufficient, however, to create complete and 
independent domestic coal-tar explosives, 
dyestuffs and medicinals industries. It 
has been conclusively demonstrated dur- 
ing the past thirty years that the pres- 
ent tariff rate of 30 per cent. on dye- 
stuffs is not sufficient to induce the do- 
mestic dyestuff industry to expand at a 
rate comparable with the consumption of 
dyestuffs in this country, and that there- 
fore all dyestuffs made from coal-tar, 
whether they be aniline dyes or alizarin, 
or alizarin dyes, or anthracene dyes or 
indigo, so long as they are made in whole 
or in part from products of or obtainable 
from coal-tar, should all be assessed alike, 
namely, 3 per cent. ad valorem plus 744 
cents per pound specific, and that all man- 
ufactured products of or obtainable from 
coal-tar, themselves not dyes or colors 
and not medicinal, shall be taxed 15 per 
cent. ad varolem and 3% cents per pound 
specific. 


Tariff to Aid Dye Industry. 


9. The best information and judgment 
your committee can obtain is that the 
above manufactured products of coal tar, 
not dyes and not colors and not medici- 
nal, should carry one-half the duty of 
the finished coal-tar dye and that the 
above rate of 30 per cent. ad valorem 
and 7% cents specific would probably be 
sufficient to encourage and enable domes- 
tic manufacturers to expand their opera- 
tions to such an extent as to supply a 
very material increase in, if not the 
whole, of these commodities consumed in 
this country. The reason for a specific 
duty is to protect the domestic manufac- 
turer in the manufacture of the relatively 
cheap dyes, such as the cheap scarlets, 
the cheap yellows and the like, whose 
prices abroad are in the neighborhood 
of from 12 cents to ® cents per pound, 
with dyes of that type 30 per cent. ad 
valorem would not offer so serious an 
obstacle to importation and underselling 
thereof as does the 7% cents per pound 
specific; on the other hand, on dyes whose 
prices are $1 and upward per pound the 
function of the 7% cents specific more 
nearly approaches zero. ‘That is, with 
the cheap dyes the chief function lies in 
the specific portion of the duty, and with 
the expensive dyes the chief function lies 
with the ad varolem portion of the duty. 

This is said to be the price the nation 
will have to pay to have a complete self- 
contained and independent coal-tar chem- 
ical industry. However, it must be re- 
membered that if such an industry be 
created and importation of coal-tar prod- 
ucts, inclusive of intermediates and dyes, 
is restricted, its ultimate effect upon the 
Federal revenues will have to be consid- 
ered. It will, therefore, be necessary to 
determine carefully if the advantages to 
be gained are equal to the price to be paid. 





Patent Laws. 


10. This committee is a unit in the be- 
lief that an alteration of our patent laws 
aiming at compulsory working or compul- 
sory licensing would not be any substan- 
tial benefit to this industry or to the 
country as a whole Twenty-nine coun- 
tries have attempted compulsory licens- 
ing clauses and fifty-six countries have 
attempted compulsory working clauses, 


and the best information your committee 
can obtain is that in none of these at- 
tempts has there been any appreciable 
measure of success. While it may be 


true that under extraordinary conditions, 
such as now exist, compulsory licensing 
might have some advantage, yet it is 
equally true that in normal times the dis- 
advantage due to compulsory licensing or 





compulso working would more than 
over-balance any advantage at all likely 
to be obtained under stress of unusual 
conditions. 

ll. In none of the countries where 


there have been working or licensing 


clauses, or both, co-extensive with the 
existence of the coal-tar chemical in- 
dustry has there been established any 
real coal-tar chemical industry and your 
committee does not feel that an altera- 
tion in our present patent laws could be 
made which would be effective against 
foreigners and at the same time not be 
onerous and a hardship to domestic in- 
ventors. Your committee believes that 
in the long run and in the final out- 
come, our present system with regard to 
working and licensing is as efficient as 
that of any other country. In the dye- 
stuff industry in particular there are so

many non-patented commercial products 
and so many commercial products once 
patented now free from patent straint 
that their production alone would form a 


basis for a very considerable industry, 
and your committee feels that the way to 











encourage that industry, if the establish- 
ment of that industry in this country | 
a national necessity, is through a cha 

il the tariff and the additional anti- 
dumping feature in the administration of 
the tariff and not through any nge in 


the patent ws Once established, such 
an industry could develop and ultimately 
‘ope with any foreign combination upon 
al terms, Over 90 per cent 
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of the tonna and of the individual dyes 
used in the United States will be free 
from any patent-restraint within the next 
four years; over 75 per cent. of the dyes 
ire now in that condition. 

Availability of Raw Materials, 

12. The best information your commit- 
ter has so far been able to gather is 
that this country can produce so-cailed 
coal-t raw imaterial in amounts suf- 
fiwient for the needs of a complete lo- 
mestiec coal-tar chemical industry, inclu- 
sive of explosives and dye provided 
there is a certainty of outlet to volume 
and continuity. Those engaged in manu- 
facture here do not want to expand un- 
less the dye-users are willing to make 
correspondir contracts In other words. 
it is a closed rele. If the dye-users will 
contract sufliciently with the dye-makers, 
the dye-makers will contract with the 
coal-taur distillers and the industry will 
take a start. The initiative vests wholly 
with the users; if they cannot afford to 
contract the dye-maker and the distillers 
cannot afferd to make their contracts and 


additional investments. 


Coul-Tar Products. 


13. Benzol, toluol and the like are pro- 
duced in sufficient amount in present in- 
stallations of by-product coke ovens to 
provide all of these things that would be 
needed for a coal-tar chemical industry 
of a magnitude sufficient to supply the 
United States market; the separation of 
the materials from the gas that car- 


ries them is dependent upon the market 
and the demand therefor. There is no 


nherent defect in our coke industry with 
to the actual making cf these 
the only question involved is 


it be more profitable to burn the 
j toluol and the like contained in 
the gas as a fuel than to separate them 
and from each other for purposes of sale 
Ample supply can be provided before any 
plant that could use benzol and the like 
for dyestuff making could be erected in 
the United States amd thereafter the 
supply of these materials can readily be 
kept up to any requirements. 

14. The materials of the preceding 
paragraph are the ones used in the coal- 
tar explosives industry, as well as in the 
coal-tar medicinals and dyestuffs indus- 
tries. Each of these three industries co- 
operates with the others to make full use 
of those materials, alone none can fully 
make use thereof nor succeed; the correct 
and proper utilization of these materials 
requires successful co-existence of all three 
industries in one and the same country 

I. Naphthalene and anthracene «ure 
contained in the tars produced in the 
United States in an amount sufficient for 
the needs of a domestic dyestuff industry, 
und it is merely a question whether it 
is more profitable to leave them in the 
creosote oil, where they now occur, or to 
separate them out of such oil and refine 
them for purposes of dye manufacture. 
Ample supply of either of them could be 
produced and provided at the same time 
or shortly after any plant could be erect- 
ed in the United States for the use of 
these things in the production of ‘dyes 

16. What has been said with regard to 
the supplies of naphthalene is also true 
of the supplies of cresole. 

17. All the creosote oil contained in the 
total amount of coke-oven tar now made 
is separated from it and used. Increased 
production of creosote oil requires a great- 
er production of tar, and a greater pro- 
duction of tar is dependent upon in- 
creased installation of recovery coke 
ovens 

18. Phenol or carbolic acid supply is 
primarily dependent upon our deliberately 
selected method of coal treatment; to 
change that treatment so as to get more 
phenol would entail abandonment of other 
advantages which would not be compen- 
sated for by the increased amount of 
phenol so produced. Under present cir- 
cumstances freights and haulages play 
an important part At isolated plants, 
separated by considerable distances from 
each other, small amounts of phenol are 
produced, and the separation of the phe- 
nol at such individual places would be 
economically unprofitable, and in order 
to concentrate this amount of phenol 
to or at a point where separation could 
be conducted profitably would entail 
freight haulages much in excess of the 
value of the phenol that would thus be 
transported. 

19. The only source of phenol in sight is 
that produced synthetically from benzol 
by means of sulfonation and subsequent 
melting with caustic soda; this depends in 
turn upon our benzol supply, and would 
be profitable only so long as the United 
States market is not killed by the dump- 
ing of foreign phenol thereon, whether 
such phenol be synthetic or distilled. 

20. Salicylic production depends upon 
availability of phenol, and the produc- 
tion of benzoic acid depends upon the 
availability of toluol, which has hereto- 
fore been discussed. 

21. Phthalic acid made from naphtha- 
lene by means of bichromate cannot suc- 
cessfully compete with the mercury and 
sulfuric acid process, which is protected 
by patents having about three years more 
to run 

















Miscellaneous Chemicals and Raw 
Materials. 


22. Acetic anhydride can be made with- 
out trouble in this country, and will be 
made in this country so soon as the do- 
mestic demand is large enough and steady 
enough to warrant the installation of a 
suitable plant 

23. Nitric Acid.—All countries with the 
exception of possibly Norway and the 
countries importing from Norway are de- 
pendent upon Chile for the raw material 
for making nitric acid. It will not be 
profitable to make nitric acid from air in 
the United States until the value of the 


electric horsepower reaches a level of $3 
or 4 a year, as it is in Norway. 

24. Ammonia and its salts all depend 
upon recovery coke ovens, and such re- 
covery plants are increasing as fast as 
circumstances will permit. 

2. Barium chloride and other com- 
pounds of barium may be made from do- 
mestic barytes. A number of attempts 
have hitherto been made, but with indif- 
ferent success. Factories established with- 
in the last year promise to be successful. 

24. Magnesium ehloride of a sufficient 
purity to be used in the production of 
flooring is almost generally made from 
magnesite found in Greece, which is the 
only deposit known having sufficiently 
high purity; there are reports of suitable 
deposits in California and in Lower Cal- 
ifornia, and with the completion of the 
Panama Canal the question of freichts, 
which seems hitherto to have stood in the 
way of developing these deposits, may be 
eliminated. Other sources, less remote 
from centers of consumption, and using 
other materials e. g. brine waste are 
about to be successfully operated. 

27. Manganese in the form of pyrolusite 
is not known to occur in paying deposits 
in the United States; these are practically 
all in the Caucasus, i 
28. Potash.—In view of the great exer- 
tions that have been made for a number 
of years, both on the part of the Fed- 
eral Government through a number of its 
departments and a great many different 
groups of capitalists, there is nothing to 
be said in this report that would be of 
any value with regard to increased pro- 
duction of potash either as fertilizer or as 
a chemical. 

29. Yellow prussiate and sodium cyanide 
can be and have been made from domes- 
tic materials in such an amount as to 
provide practically the entire consump- 
tion or a great portion thereof in this 
country so long as there was a sufficient 
duty on them; the present duty is not 
enough to protect the American manu- 
facturer, and those who were engaged 
therein have in large measure withdrawn 
from the business, but some are reported 
to be taking up manufacture cautiously 
and in limited amount. ; 
30. Hydrosulfites in solution can be 
made from domestic materials without in- 
terference with any patent rights; the 
production of solid salts and derivatives 
are, however, still protected by patents 
that have a few years more to run. 

Sodium nitrate is produced more 
aply as a by-product in Norway than 
it can be produced ainywhere in the 
world; unless the price of the electric 
horsepower in this country sinks to a $3 
or $4 level per year, as in Norway, this 
product cannot be manufactured in the 
United States. 

32. Oxalic acid is and has been made to 
some extent in this country, and the in- 
formation coming to your committee is 
that suitable efforts are being made to ex- 
pand the capacity of existing plants. 

33. Tartaric Acid and Citric Acid.—To 
make this country independent of others 
with respect to tartaric acid and citric 
acid would call for radical changes on 
the part of our grape growers and our 
lemon growers as to the policy of their 
business. 

It is probably true that edible grapes do 
not produce argols (the crude material 
for tartaric acid) very largely, and that 
our domestic lemons do not produce as 
large yields of juice (the crude material 
for citric acid) nor as high an acidity as 
do the Italian lemons; therefore an in- 
dependent supply of the raw materials 
produced in the United States for tartaric 
and citric acids is in the first instance, 
an agricultural problem, and in the sec- 
ond instance a market problem. 

























General Remarks. 


34. Finally, it should be pointed out that 
the United States is by no means the only 
country whose chemical and allied busi- 
ness has been strained or upset by the 
European war. Each and every other 
country has felt the strain. British com- 
mittees have gone into this same subject 
of expanding British chemical industries, 
and not only that, but also into the ques- 
tion of making their very basic necessi- 
ties, and the reports have so far been 
adverse to any immediate relief by do- 
mestic manufacture. The Boston Cham- 
ber of Commerce, through its committees, 
has arrived at the same conclusions for 
this country. 

3%. It is further clear that the stability 
of a complete domestic chemical industry, 
insofar as it depends upon foreign sup- 
plies, is bound up to a successful mer- 
chant marine and to an efficient foreign 
banking condition just as is all our for- 
eign business. 





Findings, 


36. Your committtee finds as follows, as 
to the facts:— 

I. Prior to the _ hostilities domestic 
chemical industry was utilizing and ex- 
ploiting every reasonable opportunity to 
its full extent. 

It. Since the outbreak of hostilities do- 
mestic industry has increased its output 
just as fast as physical means could be 
provided and physical obstacles overcome. 

Ill. Since the outbreak of hostilities 
domestic plants that had theretofore been 
shut down or partly dismantled because of 
disastrous foreign competition are said 
to have resumed operation, with caution 

IV. That a 30 per cent. duty on some 
coal-tar dyes for over thirty years has not 
produced a real coal-tar dye industry in 
this country. 

Conclusions. 


37. Your committee submits its conclu- 
sions as follows:— ; 
A. To prevent the unfair underselling 
alleged to be practiced by foreigners in 
this country, the adoption of an effective 
anti-dumping clause. } 
B. The so-called coal-tar “intermedi- 
ates’? which are the basis of the coal-tar 
chemical industry, inclusive of explosives, 
medicinals and dyestuffs, should be as- 
sessed one-half of whatever the finished 
dyes ire taxed for tariff purposes; all 
coal-tar dyes without exception to be 
taxed alike, namely, 30 per cent. ad va- 
lorem and 7% cents per pound specific. 
Cc. Changes in the patent laws such as 
by compulsory licensing or compulsory 
Working clauses are wholly ineffective, do 
more harm than good and should not be 
attempted, c 
Your committtee recommends that this 
report be submitted to the appropriate 
committees of Congress. Further, that 




















this report be forwarded to interested or- 
yanizations.

The authoritative value and significance 
of the above report cam be well appre- 
ciated by the following outline of the 
careers of the various members of the 
committee: 

Dr. Hesse was for ten years a research 
chemist with the Badische Aniline and 
Soda Fabrik at its German works and in 
New York, and for the last ten years has 
been a consulting chemist in New York, 
specializing in coal-tar dyes and the pat- 
ents relating to them. He was a con- 
sulting cxpert at the Bureau of Chemis- 
try, United States Department of Agricul- 
ture, in respect to the formulation of the 
regulations relative to coal-tar dyes in 
foods under the Federal Food and 
Drugs act. He is secretary of the 
Eighth International Comgress of Ap- 
plied Chemistry. 

Mr. Herreshoff, whose family has been 
prominently identified with yacht build- 
ing, is one of the pioneer and most suc- 
cessful chemical engineers in the country. 
He has been engaged in chemical manu- 
facture in and about New York since 
1876 and is well known for his success- 
ful invention in roasting sulphur bear- 
ing ores, in the manufacture of nitric 
and hydrochloric acid and of sulphuric 
acid both by the chamber and _ con- 
tact processes. His method for the 
electrolytic refining of cooper, which is 
used practically all over the world, has 
been one of his most notable achieve- 
ments. He is intimately identified with 
a great number of leading American 
chemical undertakings, among them be- 
ing the General Chemical and the 
Nichols Copper companies. He was the 
first recipient of the Perkin medal, the 
highest chemical honor in the United 
States. 

Mr. Metz is one of the leading represen- 
tatives of the dye and dye material in- 
dustry in the United States and at pres- 
ent is at the head of the Farbwerke- 
Hoechst & Co., formerly H. A. Metz & 
Co. He is a member of Congress and on 
the House Committee on Patents. 

Mr. Stone has been prominently iden- 
tified with the manufacture of coal-tar 
dyes in this country and is president of 
the National Aniline and Chemical Com- 
pany and vice-president of the Schoell- 






kopf. Hartford and Hanna Company, 
which, since 1879, has been engaged in the 
manufacture of coul-tar dyes, making 





the company a pioneer in the industry in 
the country. Mr. Stone read a valuable 
paper on the “Development of Coal-Tar 
Colors in This Country’ at a meeting of 
the New York section of the American 
Chemical Society on October 9, which 
was published in full in the Reporter on 
October 12. 

Mr. Jayne, as manager of the Barrett 
Manufacturing Company at Frankford, 
Pa., has been in close connection with 
the coal-tar industry of the United 
States for many years. He is the suc- 
cessor of his father, the late Dr. Harry 
W. Jayne, who was recognized through- 
out the zountry as an authority on coal 
tar and its treatment. 

Mr. Matthews has been for many years 
professor of chemistry at the Philadel- 
phia Textile School and is a well known 
consulting expert to the textile trades. 
He has specialized in the treatment and 
dyeing of fabrics and all textile manu- 
factvures and is the author of many 
standard references and textbooks on 
finishing and dyeing and coal-tar dyes. 

Dr. Rogers as professor of chemistry at 
the Pratt Institute, Brooklyn, has de- 
veloped a very practical and thorough 
system of instruction in industrial chem- 
istry both by lectures and in practical 
laboratory operations. Ile is the co- 
author with Professor Auder of the 
well known reference book on ‘“Indus- 
trial Chemistry.”’ 
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Chicago Paint Club Meeting. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Chicago, Nov. 5, 1914. 

The annual harvest dinner and regular 
Nevember meeting of the Chicago Paint 
and Varnish Club were held to-night at 
the Chicago Athletic club rooms. Presi- 
dent J. N. Welter presided, assisted by 
Vice-President Frank Hancock and Secre- 
tary C. RB. Field. The attendance was 
unusually lar numbering over a hun- 
dred; the dinner was up to the usual ele- 
gant standard, consisting of turkey and 
rimmings, and the business program was 
broad and interesting. Special entertain- 
ers were engaged for the meeting, and 
there was not a dull momemt from the 
opening to the close, which did not 
come until well towards the midnight 
hour. 

Suspending the regular rules of pro- 
cedure, President Welter followed the 
dinner by calling upon Mr. Howard Elt- 
ing, chairman of the Clean-Up and Paint- 
Up Committee, to make a report. This 
was done because Mr. Elting had other 
important business to attend and was de- 
sirous of getting away early. 

In his report Mr. Elting told how he 
had been appointed on the committee to 
serve with Messrs. Watson, Moore and 
Sulzberger. He stated that the possibil- 
ities of a strenuous Clean-Up and Paint- 
Up campaign had been forcibly brought 
to his attention at the national conven- 
ticn and that he, as well as other mem- 
bers of the committee, was anxious to 
organize now the forces of the club in 
furthering the work of the campaign, al- 
though it is not to take place until next 
spring He urged the members to take 
an active part in the work and show their 
interest by volunteering their aid in a 
financial way, in helping to organize the 
people most vitally interested in the ob- 
jects and results of the campaign, and in 
bringing the need publicity to make the 
campaign a successful one. 

He stated that it was the intention to 
ask the co-operation of allied trades and 
to cover a wider territory instead of re- 
stricting the campaign to the paint trade 
and to the city of Chicago, as was done 
last year. The territory to be covered, 
he said, would be divided in sections and 
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sub-committees would be appointed to 
take care of each section. Mr. Elting was 
followed with talks along the same line 
by Benjamin Moore, Harry Pfeffer and 
Frank L. Sulzberger.

A report of the 
Executive Committee meeting of October

Announcement was made that the 
chairman of the Entertainment Commit- 
tee, R. W..

Mr. Evans’ suggestion was read- 
ily formed into a motion, with the sole 
amendment that $100 be sent to the Bel- 
zium Relief Society for the benefit of 
non-combatant sufferers, while the bal- 
ance be sent to the Red Cross Association 
for the benefit of soldiers involved in the 
Kuropean war. 

Anthony Cosner, chairman of the Mem- 
bership Committee, submitted the follow- 
ing as applicants for membership in the 
club:—

Upon being notified that the Executive 
Committee had passed upon these appli- 
cations and approved them, the members 
voted unanimously for their acceptance. 
Messrs. ‘Turner, Moore and Guignon 
spoke on behalf of newly elected mem- 
bers, pledging their support to the club. 

A discussion was had as to what firms 
were eligible to membership in the as- 
sociation upon the suggestion of Mr. 
Cosner, who stated that the Membership 
Committee would seek to obtain desirable 
members rather than try to secure a 
large number of applications from firms 
that would not be congenial.

Prices have responded to an im-

The buy- 
ing appeared to be of a miscellaneous 
nature, but .the fact that exporters 
were able to place some business with 
the Continent had considerable weight 
in the maintenance of values. From a 
domestic point of view, the most en- 
couraging feature was the upward 
tendency in the prices of pure lard. 
The “foot and mouth” disease preva- 
lent among live stock in the West has 
strengthened the lard situation, and 
indications point to a gradual stiffening 
of lard values. Compound lard is ex- 
pected to feel the effect of the higher 
lard market shortly, as the cottonseed 
product is about 4c. a pound below the 
price of pure lard. Packers and other 
manufacturers of compound are be- 
lieved to have been heavy buyers of 
crude cotton oil on the recent decline.

Against the Thomsen Chemical Co., 
Baltimore, Md., a corporation, alleging the 
shipment, on May 1, 1912, from Baltimore, 
in the State of Maryland, to Wyoming, in 
the State of Delaware, of a quantity of a 
certain product called ‘‘Orchard Brand Ar- 
senite Zinc,’’ which was adulterated and mis- 
branded within the meaning of the insecticide 
act of 1910. The article was contained in 
kegs labeled or branded as follows: Thom- 
sen Chemical Co., Baltimore, Md., Manufac- 
turing Chemists. Orchard Brand Arsenite 
Zine. Guaranteed by Thomsen Chemical Com- 
pany under the Insecticide Act of 1910~— 
Serial number 116.'" Analysis of a specimen 
of the article in tne United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture showed that it contained 
zine arsenic in an amount equivalent to 5.13 
per cent. of metallic arsenic. Adulteration of 
the article was alleged in the information in 
that it was an insecticide and fungicide other 
than paris green or lead arsenate, and that its 
strength fell below the professed standard of 
strength under which it was sold, in this, that 
the product was labeled as containing zinc 
arsenite in amount equivalent to 8 to 11 per 
eent. metallic arsenic. The cause coming on 
for trial on October 9, 1913, the defendant, 
Thomsen Chemical Co., appeared and entered 
a plea of guilty, and the court imposed a fine 
of $5.

The cause coming on for trial on October 14, 
1913, the defendant, Fred L. Lavanburg, ap- 
peared and entered a plea of guilty, and the 


court imposed a fine of $25.

New York, N. Y., a corporation, alleging the 
shipment and delivery for shipment, on Feb- 
ruary 3, 1912, from New York, in the State of 
New York, to Tampa, in the State of Florida, 
of a quantity of a certain product called 
‘White Tar Moth Balls,’ which was mis- 
branded within the meaning of the insecticide 
act of 1910. Analysis and tests of specimens 
of the article in the United States Department 
of Agriculture showed that it did not represent 
in a concentrated form all the insecticidal and 
antiseptic properties of coal tar; that it was 
not of high value as a disinfectant for sinks, 
closets and cellars; and investigation showed 
that the article was manufactured and pro- 
duced in Belgium The cause coming on for 
trial on October 14, 1913, the defendant, The 
White Tar Company, appeared and entered a 
plea of guilty, and the court imposed a fine 
of $10. 















Persian Insect Powder. 


No. 72, against The Lewy Chemical Com- 
pany, New York, N. Y., a corporation, alleg- 
ing the shipment and delivery for shipment, on 
July 29, 1912, from New York, in the State of 
New York, to Minneapolis, in the State of 
Minnesota, of a quantity of a certain product 
called ‘‘Persian Insect Powder,’’ which was 
adulterated and misbranded within the mean- 
ing of the insecticide act of 1910.

It is interesting, in view of the possibility 
that Germany is receiving considerable quan- 
tities of oil through neutral ports, to compare 
the shipments from New York during the 
present year with those for the corresponding 
period of 1915. Taking Copenhagen first, up 
to the first week of the present month, 6,068,- 
720 gallons of refined oil had been shipped to 
that port, as compared with 3,286,490 gallons 
for the corresponding period a year ago. In 
motor spirit she had received 1,203,650 gallons, 
as compared with 16,000 gallons for the sim- 
ilar period of last year, while in fvel oil and 
gas oil she had taken 3,244,000 gallons, against 
no shipments at all during 1913. The exports 
of refined oils to Stockholm from New York 
are considerably greater than they usually are, 
while Bergen has taken three times the quan- 
tities usually shipped from America. 

In the same publication the imports 
of illuminating oil into the United 
Kingdom from January 1 to October 12 
are recorded as 116,444,270 gallons, of 
which this country furnished 90,180,880 
gallons. Benzine imports are given as 
102,516,240 gallons, of which Dutch In- 
dies took the lion’s share, 47,766,810 gal- 
lons, this country following with 29,- 
428,970 gallons. Under the order of the 
Treasury Departent suspending the 
publication of outward manifests for 
thirty days after clearances, we are 
unable to report any export details for 
the week. The charter market was 
fairly active, engagements being closed 











for 10,500 barrels of refined oil from 
Philadelphia to Scandinavian ports, 
November shipment, 55,000 cases, New 


York to Australia, and 50,000 cases New 
York to South Africa, prompt loading, 
all Norwegian steamers, No changes 
have been occasioned in any of the re- 
fined products, the market being more 
or less nominal at lately prevailing 
quotations. 


Lubricating Oils. 


The only noteworthy development 
in the market has been the declaration 
by the British Government exempting 
lubricating oils from the classification 


of absolute contraband in which all 
other mineral oils have been placed. 
This would presumably place the lu- 


bricants in the conditional contrabana 
category, their liability to or freedom 
from seizure depending upon their 
destination and probable use upon 
arrival. Imports of lubricating oils 
into the United Kingdom from Jan- 
uary 1 to October, according to the 
‘London Petroleum Review, amounted 
to 52,989,199 gallons, of which our 
share was 43,977,780 gallons. Local 
trading has continued backward, with 
quotations unchanged, but the tone of 


the market is regarded as easy.

KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 


Barbourville, Ky., Nov. 4, 1914. 

Operations in the Kentucky districts continue 
at low ebb, with little new work being started. 
There is a small probability of a return to 
normal conditions in any of the fields during 
the winter, as operators are planning ahead 
for little new work, and except in two or three 
of the districts in the lower end of the State 
there will be no drilling of consequence, unless 
the unexpected happens and a pool is developed 





from some of the wildcat tests in Western Ken 
tucky. 

Late returns show new production, with the 
xception of a couple of light wells, to be 
confined to Wayne and Allen counties. Two 
wells of 10 barrels’ capacity each are reported 
from W ayne county for the week. In the same 
district two new punctures were failures. Fail- 
ures are credited to Stubensville and Denny 
the producing wells being found at Mt. Pisgah 
There will continue to be some new work in 
Wayne county during the winter, although 
not on the scale which formerly prevailed be- 
fore prices took a turn for the worse. In the 
Allen county field efforts at expansion of the 
Scottsville and Petroleum districts continue 
with fair success. One new well is reported 
slightly ahead production in the Scottsville 
region good for 80 barrels daily. Several new 
rigs are going up in that territory, and as 
long as the field maintains its past good show- 
ing in new production there will be operators 
who will remain busy. In the fields of Upper 
Kentucky one new well is reported from the 
Stillwell district, Wolfe county, with a yield 
of 10 barrels daily. This strike was made in 
the deep sand, close to production.

CALIFORNIA PETROLEUM FIELD. 


(From the Reporter's Field Correspondent.) 


Los Angeles, Cal., Oct. 31, 1914. 

The repeated cuts in the oil prices by the 
Standard and followed in general by the 
other markets, and the decrease in the amount 
of oil that is marketed, has brought the Cali- 
fornia producer face to face with a situatton 
that has never been realized before. It is not 
so much now as to “how big a profit and gain 
can be figured upon,’’ but, rather, ‘‘can we 
pull out even?” - 

The producer is more than ever before being 
tried, short sales and restricted credit are be- 
coming more prominent and these will test 
many a man’s capacity to meet the real situa- 
tion, 

The low prices for the oil and, in many 
cases, the inability to sell it, is no incentive 
for bringing the oil to the surface, especially 
in the slipshod manner, regarding finances, 
that had previously been accomplished. The 
little things will have to be figured closely. 
In other words, the present situation will tend 
to stabilize the market and methods of pro- 
duction and will in the end be beneficial to 
all

An appreciable slowing down of 


buying operations is noted in several 
departments of the chemical market. 
Prices of many of the imported items 
are not considered attractive under 
present trade conditions for finished 
products, and the amount of new busi- 
ness being placed is small on several 
lines. Some of the domestic chemicals 
are also reported in quiet condition. 
In a few departments, export inquiry 
is fair, but there are not many deal- 
ers who can testify to any unusual call 
for chemicals. The slowing down of 
business can possibly be attributed to 
the usual seasonable inactivity, which 
is characteristic to this period of the 
year. It will not be long before in- 
ventory work starts, and, according to 
opinions of several experienced deal- 
ers, little in the way of new business is 
expected prior to the turn of the year. 
The call for contract allotments is de- 
scribed as fair on the average. There 
is not much sign of accumulation of 
domestic material in first hands, and 
it is generally believed that production 


has been well adjusted to meet con- 
suming demand. The feeling in the 
local bleaching powder market is a 


trifle easier so far as the spot market 
is concerned, owing to a smaller in- 
quiry and a keener state of competi- 
tion. Acetic acid is higher in sym- 
pathy with acetate of lime. Oxalic 
acid is easier on spot, with demand 
very quiet. Alum has remained about 
steady at the decline noted in our pre- 


vious report. Sal ammoniac is quiet 
and white granular is quoted at re- 
duced prices on spot. The different 
grades of carbonate of potash are in 
limited demand, and the tone of the 
spot market is easy. 3elow is a de-

decided advances. Production of ni- 
trate on the West Coast is far below 


Lormal, but the large consuming mar- 
kets on the Continent are no longer 
takin~ +heir accustomed amounts and 
the situation is by no means strong 
Foreign grades of sulphate of 
ammonia have reached this country in 
rood quantities recently, but practical- 
ly none of this material was thrown 
upon the market. Potash salts con- 
tinue to hold the interest of the trade 
because of the uncertainties surround- 
ing the market. The report that sup- 
plies might be obtained from Germany 
on certain conditions, as stated in our 
issue of last week, occasioned con- 
siderable discussion in the trade. Fish 
scrap is receiving but little attention 
and the season is rapidly drawing to 
a close. In spite of the small produc- 
tion of scrap, producers have found it 
difficult to dispose of their stocks and 
prices have come down from the high 
points reached earlier in the year. For 
reports of the Baltimore, Chicago and 
Atlanta fertilizer markets refer to in- 
dex on page 23. Detailed reports on 
the separate articles of the local mar- 
ket follow:— 
NITROGENOUS FERTILIZERS, 
DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
Developments during the week have 
given a strong undertone to the mar- 
ket for dried blood and tankage. This 
Was caused by the closing of plants 
in the big packing centers and the ces- 
sation of slaughtering owing to the 
presence of foot-and-mouth disease 
among cattle in the stock yards. Stocks 
of blood and tankage, however, are 
.said to be sufficient for all needs un- 


less production is discontinued for a 
lengthy period, which does not seem 
likely. Demand has been quiet and 
the firmness in the market has been 


caused solely by the possibility of re- 
duced offerings due to curtailment of 
production. As far as prices are con 
cerned there w2s practically no change 
from the market of last week. On 
some lots concessions were given early 
in the week, and the market did not 
firm up later on, so that dried blood 
may be quoted at $2.95, and high grade 
tankage at $2.75 and 10. These prices 
are f. o. b. Chicago. 

FISH SCRAP.—Weather conditions 
in the South are reported to have been 
unfavorable for fishing, and the run of 


menhaden is not heavy enough to 
bring any improvement in the pro- 
duction of fish scrap. Similar reports 


are heard in the North, and the market 
prices for scrap no doubt would be 
forced to much higher levels were it 
not for the slow demand from consum- 
ers. Present quotations are around $3, 
f. o. b. works. 
NITRATE OF SODA. — While no 
charters were reported, it was stated 
that ocean freight rates were higher 
this week, and with naval engage- 
ments off the coast of Chile it is evi- 
dent that risks are greater than be- 
fore. It was announced, however, that 
insurance on shipments to this coun- 
try were unchanged. Another factor 
which operates against a strong mar- 
ket for nitrate is the fact that stocks 
in this country are large. Some reports 
state that stocks are larger than eve. 
before, and with consumption on a 
limited scale there is bound to be some

Nitrate on the West Coast is offered at

on Thursday it was announced that 
the German boat, the Melpomone, 


which sailed from Tocopilla on July 8 
with a cargo of nitrate, was towed into 
Queenstown by a British cruiser.

Liverpool is still the chief ‘‘dumping ground”’ 
for the captured German cargoes, and sto¢ ks 
there have already reached formidable dimen 
sions, the Olona having been towed round from 
Plymouth.

BICHROMATES.—A fair amount of 
bichromate of soda has been passing 
to consumers on monthly deliveries 
against contracts. The majority of 
these contracts were placed at 4%@ 
47%,c. per pound, and this range still 


represents the market quotation. Some 
sellers are reported to be quoting 4%c. 
on lots of less than 300,000 pounds, but 


where the amount taken by the con- 
sumer in a year is 300,000 pounds or 
over, the quotation price is 4%c. In 


this regard there is said to be a differ- 
ence according to seller, for some con- 
tracts have been placed at 4%c. where 
the amount involved was under 300,-

at higher figures. 

INDIGO.—The scarcity of other dye 
materials has created a better market 
for natural indigo and sellers say that 
inquiry has been comparatively good 
for several weeks, and even when 
prices were at their highest level 
trading would have been large only 
that stocks were not available. Stocks 
are still in limited supply and this 
gives a firm tone to prices. Stocks at 
London a week ago were reported at 
261 chests, against 1,348 chests a year 
ago. 

PRUSSIATES. — Demand for red 
prussiate of potash was reported as 
quiet and there have been no new fea- 
tures during the week. Offerings are 
limited and prices remain high with 
values quoted at 65@70c. per pound. 
Yellow prussiate of potash is holding 
fairly steady and quotations are 34@ 
36c. per pound. There has been some 
difference in the prices quoted accord- 
ing seller, and it is possible that 33c. 
per pound could be done in some quar- 
ters. Some consumers are said to 
have experimented with prussiate of 
soda and are using the latter in place 


of potash. A fair movement to con- 
sumers is reported for prussiate of 
soda. Prices are quoted at 16@18c. per 


pound. 
STARCH.—The market is quiet, and 
trading has been without special fea- 
ture. Only moderate call has been re- 
ported for deliveries against old con- 
tracts, and this has been one of the 
disappointing features of the market 
for some time.

SUMAC.—A good line on the market 
for sumac is afforded by a report from 
the primary market. Among other 
things this report says that on account 
of the dryness of the season the devel- 
opment has been arrested, and is re- 
sponsible in part for the smallness of 
the crop, which is estimated at from 
one-half to three-fifths of a normal one. 
The crop in the mountains was almost 
ruined by the heavy rains at the end 
of August and beginning of September. 
The quantity of sumac which is rich in 
tannin will be very small. On account 
of the war, the exportation to other 
countries will be reduced, which will 
probably result in a larger exportation 
this year to the United States. The 
prices, however, are not likely to be 
lower hecause of the increased exporta- 
tion. The increased cost of freight and 
insurance, as well as the difficulties of 
exchange, have raised the prices. Dur- 
ing the first half of 1913 the price for 
ground sumac, guaranteed pure, with 
28 per cent. tannin, was $53.53 to $55.96 
per ton c. i. f. New York, Boston or 
Philadelphia; for the latter half of the 
year the price was $58.49 to $65.70 per 
ton. The prices quoted for the first 
half of 1914 were $58.40 to $63,26. Leaf 
sumac, on account of additional cost of 
freight, was quoted $2.43 a ton higher. 
The prices at present are $64.47 to $65.70 
for ground sumac, 28 per cent. tannin,

TURMERIC.—Primary markets re-

That as rent for the coal lands 





be payable annually, beginning two 
ifter date of lease, $50 per acre for each 





















foot of thickness of coal therein, subject to a 
deduction of $1 for each ton of coal produced 
therefrom during the preceding year. That as 
rent for the oil lands there shall be payable 
annually at the rate of $10 per day per acre 
f each day each acre is not kept producing 
at its normal capacity, such charge to begin 
one year after date of lease. 

Sec That failure to pay any rent when 
due shall operate of course to terminate the 
lease. 

Sec. 4. That all laws or parts of laws in- 

tent herewith are hereby repealed. 

This measure has been referred to the 


Committee on Public Lands of the House 
and an effort will be made at the next 
session to secure a report thereon.
